today by Dr. Edward Lyman Corn­ 
ell,, Fellow of the American Col­ 
lege of Surgeons, Chicago, in an 
address before the annual 
meet­ 
ing of the American Child Health 
Association, now in session in this 
city. 
Dr. Cornell’s subject was ‘‘How 
to Reduce the Mortality in Early 
Infancy,” and in it he discussed 
the Inadequate number of special­ 
ists in obstetrics— there are only 
146 in the United States— an aver­ 
age of only one to each 17,000 
births. 
More 
than 
two-thirds 
of 
these obstetricians are east of the 
Mississippi River, he said. 
‘‘Lack of preparation 
by 
the 
medical profession and by mid-wives 
is a factor in the rate of infant 
mortality," he declared. Just how 
much this has entered 
into the 
subject is hard to estimate. 
‘‘In the field of surgery 3,177 
physicians limit their practice en­ 
tirely to this branch, while 6,810 
practice surgery. In the latter field 
the public has demanded service 
and gets it. 
The inevitable result 
of lack of demand 
is that few 
physicians will devote themselves to 
the arduous tasks imposed by ob­ 
stetrics, consequently they pay little 
attention to the study of the intri­ 
cate subject." 
Dr. Cornell also defended this 
attitude by physicians 
from 
the 
standpoint of monetary returns. 
"From 
a 
purely 
commercial 
standpoint 
one 
could 
expect 
as 
much," he continued. "The average 
fee paid today by women for a 
confinement case is around $50. 
This includes pre-natal calls, la v a ­ 
tory work, attendance at birth and 
more or less post-natal care. This 
hardly covers the "overhead’ on a 
case, let alone a profit. 
“ For such fees few men can put 
their heart and soul into the work, 
especially -in view of the fact that 
the average fee for appendicitis is 
$100. In appendicitis, the diagno­ 
sis, operation and after-care do not 
extend over a period of a month; 
in obstetrics the case may be un­ 
der observation for six or - seven 
months. 
"No merchant will continue to 
sell an article on which there is 
no profit and no demand. No labor­ 
er will work long on a job where 
he can not make a living and a 
profti. Educate the public to pay 
surgival fees for obstetrics and to 
demand expert service." 
One suggestion made by Dr. Cor­ 
nell was heard with interest 
by 
the more than 600 delegates at­ 
tending the American Child Health 
Association’s conference. 
"Why not start a campaign like 
that waged 
against 
tuberculosis 
and now waging against cancer and 
venereal disease?" he asked. *‘Wliy 
not issue a small booklet with each 
marriage license? Issue instructions 
to both prospective husband and 
wife relative to the importance of 
the care needed in obstetrical cases.

RIGHT BACK WHERE THEY STARTED 


The plodding school boy or girl wso is making progress j 
through sheer hard work and grit may find consolation in the 
fact that no really brilliant man has ever been elected to the 
presidency. Most of the occupants of the White House have 
been men of ability but all attained their positions in the 
world by hard work. Some, like the two Adamses and Roose­ 
velt, had good opportunities for an education arid made the 
most of them, but the majority dug out their own education 
and made their way against heavy odds. Of these Andrew 
Johnson is perhaps the most striking example of the self-made 
man. Born in the most abject poverty he never learned to 
read and write until after he was married. His wife was a 
woman of education and through her tutoring her husband 
rose step at a time from mayor of his town, congressman, gov­ 
ernor, senator, vice president and president. He was a man 
who could not be kept down. Somehow the country has always 
failed to honor its most brilliant men by electing them to the 
presidency. Clay, Calhoun, Webster, Blaine and Biyan were 
rejected, although each was the idol of a great multitude. 
The nation has turned instinctively to one of the plodding type 
when selecting a chief executive.

Lloyd-George is receiving ovations wherever he goes as 
he visits one American city after another. Just what his im­ 
pressions are will probably not be known until he gets back 
home and has time to write them. Some three-quarters of a 
century ago another distinguished Britisher, Charles Dickens, 
was given the glad hand by Americans but when he went 
home he pictured the United States and its inhabitants as the 
extreme of crudeness and uncouthness. The pen pictures he 
drew* of leading men and women of this country as drawn 
in Martin Chuzzlewit were far from flattering and Dickens 
was the object of a great deal of indignant denunciation. 
However, there were some snobs in this country who shared 
Dickens’ opinion that America was too new and too little 
refined for their aesthetic natures and to this day their de­ 
scendants look to Europe for correct ideas of social life, edu­ 
cation and culture. However, this does not imply that Lloyd- 
George entertains any such opinion of us. We shall wait until 
he has spoken for himself, even though personally his opinion j 
one way or the other does not amount to a whoop.

With the succeeding presidential elections more names 
are added to the list until in time it will be a roll of great 
variety. Thirty men have sat in the presidential chair. Two 
of these bore the name of Adams, two 
Harrison 
and

others have been different. Van Buren and Roosevelt were 
of Dutch origin and all the others British.

“The Nation’s Business,” official 
publication of the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce, has printed an article 
warning business r*.en against sign­ 
ing or accepting personal surety 
bonds. 
“Men become personal sureties 
because they belong to one of sev­ 
eral classes—egotists, sentimental­ 
ists or gamblers,” says Spencer 
Wetted, Vice 
President of the 
Fidelity and Deposit Company and 
author of the orticle. “The Egotist 
has his vanity flattered by the re­ 
quest to underwrite a less solvent 
neighbor. 
The Sentimentalist is 
the goodnatured individual who 
will do anything to oblige a friend, 
and who finds it embarrassing to 
say “no” to anybody. The GamoUr 
becomes Persona? Surety after de­ 
le.erat cly Calculating the chances 
for loss, believing them to be re­ 
mote and planning to cash in on 
the favor by asking one in return 
at an early date.” The artize con­ 
tinues: 
“A surety company never writ* i 
a bond until it is satisfied that 
every moral and financial hazard 
has t*een eliminated, and even then 
it reinsures a large portion of the 
bend, if the penalty is great, be­ 
cause it is prudent to do so and be­ 
cause a Federal statute limits it to 
IO per cent of its combined capital 
and surplus on a single rick. 
“The National Underwriter last 
vcar made the statement that In 
l>y-l. when the question of allow­ 
er i; several departments of the 
Flitted States (jovemment to ac­ 
cept surety bonds was being agi­ 
tated in Congress, the Secretary of 
the Ti t usury made a report in 
which he stated that at that time 
the United States Government held 
uncollected and uncollectible iudg- 
mvnti; against personal sureties 
aggregating more than $u5,000,000. 
“In the light of pura logic he 


“Some years ago the treasurer 
of a western state absconded with 
something like $400,000 in money 
and securities of the state. 
Here 
Is what happened to his personal 
sureties: 
One A them, In Aber­ 
deen, S. D., was ruined: another in 
Redfield, S. D., lost all he had and 
left the country! a third man, a 
judge, lost all he had and resigned 
from the bench. Two other men in 
Aberdeen lost $10,000 each. 
“It has been stated that the 
worry and trouble growing out cf 
the affair was responsible for the 
death of the man who was then 
Governor of tho state. 
He lost 
everything he had including his 
homestead; and several years after 
his death the legislature gav 
the 
homestead back to the widow. 
“It Is conservatively estimated 
that 2d families in South Dakota 
were wrecked in one way or an­ 
other from the personal surety 
losses growing out of that bond.” 
“Many men,” Mr. Welton says, 
“sign bonds simply as a matter of 
form. 
Unthinkingly 
they often 
assume a total liability far beyond 
their resources. 
For instance, the 
president of a bank in Wisconsin 
has signed 19 bonds aggregating 
liability of $97,700; the cashier has 
signed 18 bonds with aggregate 
liability of $106,200. The Register 
of Probate in that county has 
made the statement that, although 
these men are moderately well-to- 
do, each has assumed liability very 
much beyond his total resources. 
“Recently, I ran across the case 
of the cashier of another bank in 
Wisconsin, who has signed Per­ 
sonal bonds aggregating $10,000. 
He is a young man just recently 
married 
and 
buying 
a 
modest 
house on installments and what­ 
ever little personal property he 
may have constitutes his entire 
financial worth. 
Draw your own 
conclusions from that example.”
